Appalling 
Tragedy 
Nears 


LONDON, Nov. 30. — A 
message from the British 
parliamentary group investi- | 
gating the situation in Madrid 
today urged immediate action 
by neutral powers to help save 
Madrid’s non-combatant pop- 
ulation from “appalling catas- 
trophe.” 


“After spending some days at 
Barcelona and Valencia—the gov- 
ernment seat—and in  Madrid,| 
where We have been accorded the 
fullest facilities that circumstances 
have permitted to acquaint our- 


selves with the situation, we ven- 
ture to issue an appeal,” the mes- 
sage said. 

“Civilian casualties are very 
heavy. Already starvation is at} 
work and epidemics seem inevit-| 
able. 


“We urge the need for imme- 
diate action by the neutral pow- 
ers, acting through an_ inter- 
national organization, for the 
evacuation and partial mainten- 
ance of women, children and 
other non-combatants, This is 
urgently needed to mitigate—it 
cannot prevent — unspeakable 
horrors. 

“We make no comment upon the 
military situation But a city of} 
1,000,000 inhabitants is being sub- 
jected to attack from the ground 
and from the air. It is so far in- 
vested that one road only is, and 
has been for 21 days, open to the 
outside world. 

“The improvised government | 
machine has its hands full, its 
resources pledged in conflict to | 
1,000,000 inhabitants, to which | 
have been added hundreds of 
thousands of refugees. More than 
a quarter of the city is partially | 
destroyed and uninhabitable ” }

Grouard’s Great 
Opportunity 


A GREAT opportunity to place the whole province in 
their debt awaits the electors of Grouard when they 
go to the polls on December 7. 


Owing to the particular issue which loomed big in the 
last general election, as the Farmer government went out, 
scarcely a farmer was returned. We have lawyers and 
school-teachers and preachers galore in the present Legis- 
lature, but hardly any representatives of the great agri- 
cultural industry in which life and welfare of the province 
rests. 


The electors of Grouard, by returning Mr. J. H. Trem- 
blay, will distinguish themselves by choosing as their rep- 
resentative, one who is a trained agriculturalist, familiar 
with the agricultural problems of the Grouard district, and 
with the agricultural needs of the province at large. 


A graduate of the Agricultural College of Laval Uni- 
versity, Mr. Tremblay was for ten years Supervisor of 
Illustration Stations under the Experimental Farms branch 
of the Dominion Government. For the past six years he 
has served as District Agriculturalist under the Alberta 
government. Owner of a model farm, he is a firm believer 
n “prosperity through agriculture.” He has drawn up a 
program of agricultural reforms, based on his own experi- 
ence, which he is advocating. These include the comple- 
tion of the soil survey, aids to dairy farmers, stock breed- 
ers, home handicrafts, block settlement and a bonus of 
$15 an acre to settlers for all wooded soils put under cul- 
tivation. 


There is nothing the Legislature of Alberta needs more 
at the present time than the assistance of a trained agri- 
culturalist in its deliberations. Not to one side merely, but 
to both sides of the House, would Mr. Tremblay be of great 
assistance in dealing with agricultural problems. Still in 
the prime of life, he could be expected to see the reforms 
he would advocate, brought to pass in due course. 


With the question of the basic dividend no longer an is- 
sue, owing to the preponderating majority of the govern- 
ment in the House, Grouard could place the whole province 

Of Alberta in debt to itself by selecting such an able train- 
ed agriculturalist as Mr. J. H. Tremblay to be its repre- 
sentative in the Legislature.

Optimistic Tone in Address to Share: Jers by 
President and General Manager

The Annual Meeting of Shareholders was held at 
the Hlead Office, Toronto, on November 25th. The 
Chair was taken at noon by Mr. Frank A. Rolph, 
President, who said in part: 


President’s Address 


It affords me much pleasure to move the adoption 
of the Annual Report. It is a gratifying one to the 
Directors, and I am sure will be so to all Shareholders. 
The total assets are the second largest in any Annual 
Statement since the inception of the Bank—the 
largest being in 1929, After making full provision for 
bad and doubtful debts, the profits for the year have 
enabled us to pay the usual Dividends, write a 
substantial amount off Bank Premises Account and 
carry forward at credit of Profit and Loss Account a 
somewhat larger sum than was carried forward last 
year. 

Changes of importance in the Statement will be 
dealt with by the General Manager, but there is one 
feature to which I would like to refer, namely, the 
Officers’ and Employees’ Pension Fund. 

PENSION FUND 

Last year I mentioned that owing to the increase 
in the number of staff it would be necessary to 
increase the Bank's annual contribution to this Fund. 
Exercising the authority already given to them in 
the By-Law creating the Pension Fund, your Directors 
decided to increase the contribution from $40,000.00 
per annum to $75,000.00 per annum, and this has 
been done. This larger amount is in line with the 
amounts contributed by other Banks of similar size 
to our own, and the contribution is one which, I am 
sure, will meet with your hearty support. Your 
confirmation of this is asked for with your adoption 
of the Report. 


GENERAL AND STEADY IMPROVEMENT 


The satisfactory results shown in the Report have 
been brought about by a general and steady improve- 
ment in business, in which the Bank has done its 
part and has shared accordingly. Evidences of this 
unprovement are to be seen in increased prices for 
agricultural products, greater employment at better 
wages, more demand for electric energy, a decided 
improvement in the pulp and paper industry with 
prospects of continued improvement, greater produc- 
tion in the heavy industries with manufacturers, 
including flour millers and merchants generally, 
sharing in this increased prosperity at generally 
better prices. Building and construction industries 
are still lagging, but, as usual, they are the last to 
benefit by improving conditions. However, they are 
now better and the prospects for the future are 
encouraging. 


CROP RETURNS 

Owing to drought, early crops, particularly in 
certain parts of Ontario and the southern parts of the 
Prairie Provinces, suffered, but later crops were more 
bountiful. In many sections of the West the wheat 
crop, while short im quantity, was excellent in quality, 
and with the largely increased prices ruling over a 
year ago has resulted in more money in the farmers’ 
pockets and somewhat better liquidation of debts 
than for several years. The reduction in the carry- 
over of wheat to a normal amount will, | am satisfied, 
prove to be a wise step and make for better basic 
conditions. Mining continues to prosper and is a 
major factor in our progress. The conditions in 
Northern Cntario and Northern Guebes have never 
been better in these mining fields. Progress in mining 
is also being made in British Columbia. Taking the 
»icture as a whole, it is distinctly encouraging, and 
te el conditions in Canada are better than they 
have been for many years and give prospect of 
continuing on the up-grade. 

The reports which we have received from the 
Managers of our Branch Offices in British Columbia, 
Alberta, Saskatchewan, Manitoba, Quebec and 
Ontario, with a few minor local exceptions, indicate 
better conditions prevailing than for a number of 
years, and express a spirit of optimism which results 
fully justify. 


FOREIGN TRADE 


Canada's total trade with all countries, consisting 
of Imports and Exports combined, for the nine 
months ending September 30th last, is the largest 
since 1930, Our total trade with the United Kingdom 
for the same period is the largest since 1928, and with 
the United States the largest since 1930, Since the 
recent Reciprocal Agreement was reached with the 
United States there has been a very considerable 
increase in both Imports and Exports with our 
friends to the South. Canada’s business with Europ- 
ean and other Foreign countries, outside of the 
United States, is likely to be slow in developing untul 
the political situation is more settled, At present, it 
would seem wise to go slowly in developing Foreign 
trade outside of the British Empire and the United 
States, until such time as it would appear to be safe 
to do so, at least safer than at the present time. 
These subjects, however, are being dealt with in the 
daily press and further comment = me would not 
be of any particular value 


PUBLIC EXPENDITURE 
The total amount of public debt, which is still 
inc reasing, continues Lo Cause anxiety, but here again 
there is evidence of improvement with real eflort 
on the part of most governing bodies to balance their 
budgets with, in some cases, a considerable measure 
of success. Until this is wholly accomplished it will

necessarily retard general progress and we cannot 
take full advantage of the progress we have already 
made. Reduction in Interest rates has helped, but it 
is a question if this has not already gone as far as it 
should, and it should be borne in mind that capital or 
money is just as much entitled to its return as any 
commodity or labor, and during the depression years 
Capital, by its reduced Interest rates, has made its 
contribution in the same way as Manufacturers, 
Merchants and Labourert have done, and in this 
way made its contribution to the general welfare. 
It would be better that all except absolutely unavoid- 
able Government expenditures should cease, and that 
retrenchment and lower taxes, so far as Govern- 
ments, Dominion, Provincial and Municipal, are 
concerned, should be the order of the day, and that 
private capital, of which there is ample available and 
ready to go to work, which it would undoubtedly do 
if assured of a fair reward unhampered by unnecessary 
Government control, vexatious taxation and harassing 
legislation, should be encouraged to flow freely. You. 
Bank is prepared to do its part. 
FAIR DEALING NECESSARY 

The scaling down of debts is at present occupying 
the minds of many persons. A great deal has already 
been accomplished along these lines and a great deal 
still remains to be done, but it should not be over- 
looked that the creditor class as a general rule is 
willing to make generous settlements with debtors 
who, through force of circumstances, and through no 
fault of their own, are unable to meet their obligations 
with the honor they would ordinarily do. This, 
however, is a matter for private negotiation between 
the debtor and creditor concerned according to the 
circumstances of each particular case and any general 
reduction of debt, whether of principal or interest, 
and any wholesale repudiation of obligations honour- 
ably incurred is entirely wrong, wholly unnecessary 
and takes no cognizance either of the debtor's ability 
to pay or the circumstances of the creditor. It should 
also be kept in mind that money loaned by institutions 
like Banks, Life Insurance Companies and others, 
represents the savings of hundreds of thousands of 
the best and thriftiest of our citizens, the majority of 
them being people in very moderate circumstances, 
and any interference with the savings of these people 
might result in even greater hardship to them than 
benefit to those whom it is designed to help. Legislation 
should not be encouraged which permits individuals 
and communities to avoid their just debts when they 
are able to pay, and when by not doing so they 
impose arti on others, which is very unfair and 
in my opinion dishonest, 


WORLD AFFAIRS 


Foreign affairs continue in a state of unsettlement 
and foreign trade uncertain. Great good has resulted 
from the Ottawa Trade Agreement with Great 
Britain and something has been accomplished in the 
removal of trade barriers, the reduction of tariffs and 
the efforts to stabilize currencies and exchange. 
Nations are at last realizing the necessity for stable 
conditions and for mutual confidence and trust if 
international trade and amity are to be restored to 
their former heights. Let us hope these efforts will be 
continued and will succeed. There is no surer way of 
bringing peace and prosperity to the world, 


NEW HEAD OFFICE 


Since we met a year ago the Head Office of the 
Bank has been moved to the site it now occupies at 
the corner of King and Bay Streets, Toronto, the 
change-over having been made in January last. We 
are now pote oie. Poy settled and have been highly 
complimented on the handsome appearance and 
peers! usefulness of both premises and equipment. 

he Bank has already benefitted greatly from the 
change and never stood higher in public esteem. As 
ever, we stand ready to serve the needs of our patrons 
and to take our full share in the building-up of our 
great Dominion, 

In conclusion may I again pay tribute to the 
loyalty and efficiency of the staff without whose 
united efforts the results for the year just presented 
to you would not have been possible. On your behalf, 
as well as my own, | express to them our appreciation 
and thanks.

You will note that the Profit and Loss Statement 
this year is in a different form, a change having been 
made by request for the sake of uniformity, Last 
year the profits were $!,208,079.49. This year the 
amount shown is $962,813.37, the reason of course 
being that this year the amount is net after deductions 
for Pension Fund, taxes, etc., to the extent of some 
$350,000. Had the account been made up in the 
same form as in 1935 the comparable figure to the 
$1,208,079. would be $1,240,256. or an increase of 
$32,176. Out of the earnings have been paid the 
usual dividend of 10 per cent, taking $700,000; 
$250,000. has been written off Bank Premises Account 
and $12,813. has been carried forward, leaving a 
surplus to be carried forward $620,055. compared 
with $607,242. a year ago. We consider the result 
satisfactory and trust that it will appear satisfactory 
to you. 


NOTE CIRCULATION DOWN 


Turning to the Balance Sheet and taking the 
liabilities first in the order they appear. Our Notes in 
Circulation are $6,110,665., a decrease of $579,000. 
The authorized amount of our circulation was cut 
down on Ist January last by 5 per cent and as the 
o nalties for excess circulation are severe we have to 

eep well within the authorized limit of $6,650,000. 
We would have no difficulty in expanding our circula- 
tion very considerably were it lawful to do so. 


DEPOSITS INCREASE 

The deposits total $124,616,919. compared with 
$114,674,601. a year ago, an increase in round figures 
of ten million dollars, From 1934 to 1935 there was 
an increase of seven million dollars in the deposits 
so that in two years there has been an increase of 
over seventeen millions, The deposits are at an all 
time high level for the Bank, the previous high level 
having been in 1929 when the figure was $1 22,900,000 
During the year all the Chartered Banks ceased 
paying interest on Current Account deposits and as a 
result the Bank's deposits not bearing interest 
increase by ten millions compared with last year and 
the deposits bearing interest show a moderate decrease 
of two millions. What this means is that while ten 
millions of our formerly interest bearing deposits 
moved to the non-interest bearing class eight millions 
of new interest bearing deposits were secured during 
the year. 

The Balances Due to Agents in Canada 
Abroad are $3,152,236. bringing the total liabi 
to the public up to $133,879,821. compared with 
$125,070,685, last year 


CASH HOLDINGS 


Turning to the assets, our cash holdings a year 
ago were Bi rg 907, This year they are $20,818,869, 
in addition to which we held among our securites 
$2,500,000. of Dominion of Canada Treasury Bills 
instantly available, making our cash position $23,318,- 
869. or 17.4 per cent of liabilities to the public, the 
same as last year. 

Including the Treasury Bills we 
October $47,495,334. of Dominion 
direct and guaranteed securities of which $9,424,887 
mature within two years. The total compares with

SECURITY HOLDINGS INCREASE 


The Municipal securities not exceeding market 
value and other bonds, debentures and stocks totalled 
$4,093,515. making a grand total of investments in 
securities of $51,588,850. compared with 34 millions 
last year. Owing to the continued lack of demand for 
commercial loans, the only safe outlet for investment 
of additional deposits received and funds returning 
from loans no longer required has been the purchase 
of Government and Municipal securities, This is the 
explanation for the very substantial increase which is 
common I think to all the Banks in Canada. 

Our Call Loans $7,774,150. are up $2,000,000., a 
satisfactory feature, the loans being of an extremely 
liquid nature and the security ample. 

The loans to Provincial Governments $5,700,000. 
are unchanged and our Municipal loans $6,566,144. 
are about $900,000, up, 

Adding together the cash holdings of $20,818,869., 
the Securities $51,588,850. and the quickly realizable 
loans $20,040,353. we get a total of $92,448,072. cash 
and readily realizable assets equal to 69.05 per cent 
of our liabilities to the public. 


CURRENT LOANS DOWN 


As indicated the great change in our loaning posi 
tion is a decrease in our Current Loans from 60 
millions a year ago to just over 50 millions this year 
There has been a very general decrease in commercial 
loans in Canada largely on account of the liquidation 
of the large wheat carryover in Western Canada, the 
Bank having a substantial share of that business. 
According to the Government Return for September, 
the last Return available, the Current loans in 
Canada of all the Chartered Banks decreased during 
the year from 839 millions to 687 millions or 152 
millions of dollars. It would appear that the shrinkage 
in our loans has been no greater than the average 
Since the beginning of July the current loans of the 
Chartered Banks have been gradually increasing and 
we hope that the low level has been passed 

Bank Premises account remains at $6,000,000 
The moderate amount of assets under other headings 
remain at approximately the same figures 

Altogether we consider the statement indicates 
increased business and somewhat greater liquidity.

GENERAL BANKING SITUATION 


For the year ended 30th September (last figures 
available) the total deposits of all the Canadian 
Chartered Banks increased $167,000,000. of which 
$57,000,000. was in the Savings Department. The 
aggregate of all bank deposits on that date was 


$2,263,000,000, This sum together with the $116 
000,000, in Chartered Bank notes in circulation and 
an undetermined amount of Bank of Canada notes in 


circulation probably give us a total of $2,500,000,000, 


as the available banking funds in Canada, On the 
same date the total of current loans in Canada, 
including loans to Provincial Governments and to 


Cities, Towns, and Municipalities was $820,000,000, 
These figures if they mean anything indicate that 
there is no lgck of funds for commercial or other 
credits in accordance with sound banking practice 

The Banks are in a strong position should a general 
revival of business take place to furnish all the credit 
that responsible customers can legitimately use and 
I can assure you that if tne current loans are not 
expanding as fast as some public men would like it 
is not for lack of funds but rather from lack of bor- 
rowers. The Canadian Banks are ready and willing 
to assist recovery in a generous way. 


PRIMARY PRODUCTION GROWING 


The President has dealt with the improved condi- 
tion of business and I agree with all that he has said. 
At the same time it has occurred to me that a few 
figures or statistics in support of his remarks might 
prove interesting. From the trusty 
sources available | learn that the estimate of primary 
production for Canada in 1936 in dollar values i

The figures regarding agriculture are by no means 
complete and the amount of $800,000,000. is a rough 
estimate. Included in the figure is grain production 
for all of Canada with an estimated value of $424,» 
000,000. 

The forestry figure includes lumber exports for 
eight months 1,046,000,000 feet of which 830,000,000 
is from British Columbia as compared with 606,000,- 
000 feet from that Province for the entire year 1935, 
The forestry figure also includes newsprint production 
for eight months 2,034,000 tons which I understand 
is a record for all time. 

Fisheries production estimated at $40,000,000. is 
also a high point. Aided by the best run of salmon 
on the Pacific Coast since 1930 the value of the catch 
for the Province of British Columbia alone is estimated 
at 159 million dollars, 

The value of mining products estimated at $370,- 
000,000, also indicates a new high. In the past year 
mining progress in Canada has been more widespread 
than formerly for not only have many new gold 
properties reached the stage of production but there 
has been a marked recovery in coal and asbestos 
while the production capacity of copper and nickel 
have increased enormously. It is to be noted that

the figure of $370,000,000. means that Canadian 
income is receiving $1,000,000. a day from this 
important industry There is no reason why we 


should not expect steady and continual growth in our 
production of minerals. 


CONFIDENCE AND OPTIMISM 


It is evident now that the bottom of the depression 
was reached in 1931 and each year since then I have 
closed my remarks by pointing out that business was 
improving towards what for want of a better expres- 


sion might be called normal. There is no doubt in 
my mind that the improvement in 1936 has been 
greater than ever and I look forward to the future 


with confidence and optimism. It is not too much to 
hope that if and when we meet again next year it 


will not be necessary to allude to the depression 
which may be considered something behind in the 
past

Five 
years ag when “economy” meant cutting

kinds of taxation.

for budget-balanc that of cutting interest 
rates on public bonds. Hence the cry now is 
not to enforce “economy,” but to levy more 
taxation. It was one thing to “economise” at 
the expense of the wage and salary earner. It 
is another thing to “economise” at the ex- 
pense of the bond-holder The wages of 
men held no sanctity when “economy” was in 


vogue, but the wag of money must be main- 
tained or honor is lost! 

If municipal and provincial taxpayers do not 
wake up they are going to find themselves one 
of these days saddled with a new brood of 


municipal and pr« ial taxes, and a new army 
of tax-gatherers to support. The Union of muni- 
cipalities has apparently nothing to say about 
proclaiming the act cutting municipal hond 
rates to 3 per cent., and the city council of Ed- 
monton has restored interest rates on city bonds 
held by the Government to full contract rates, 
after having cut them in half. 

The present trend of things suggests that the 
taxpayer’s reward for what has been done to 
him is to be the launching of new raids upon 
his pocket—not the imposition of “economy” 
upon the bond-holders.

approach to which we are accustomed. There 
has been nothing in them to suggest the com- 
ing of a fur-coated Santa Claus, prancing rein- 
deers, jingling sleigh bells, evergreens with their 
branches bending under a weight of snow, and 
all the sights and sounds which Canadians as- 
sociate with the Christmas season. But the cal- 
endar does not lie, and whether it is to be a 
Canadian Christmas or a California Christmas, 
it will be here in little more than three weeks. 


The immediate significance of which is that 
it is time to be thinking about that Christmas 
shopping. That cannot be long postponed in 
any case, and from every consideration it is 
better to make an early start 

Broadly speaking, there are two ways of go- 
ing about the business. One is to neglect it un- 
til the final week—and then go into a flurry, 
buck the lines at the crowded stores, grab what 
off*rs at the moment, and clog the Christmas 
mails and delivery services with assorted mer-

The other way is to start early and take 
plenty of time, to select each gift to suit the 
tastes and circumstances of the recipient, pick- 
ing these up as occasion makes convenient, and 
despatching them well before the final rush 
days. 

This is the sensible way, and the pleasant 
way. Pleasant alike to the giver and to the re- 
ceiver—and not least to the weary men and 
women behind the counters.

Probably the most genuinely interesting case 
tried at the late court was that of McLean vs. 
Simpson, which was to decide whether the cel- 
onization company, which was never supposed 
to have been granted a proprietary interest by 
the government, which never paid the price or 
fulfilled the first article of its agreement with 
regard to colonization, could exercise a propri- 
etary right to prevent the cutting of hay on the 
land which they were supposed to but did not 
colonize. It may be remarked that the govern- 
ment never recognized the proprietary right of 
the company to the timber on the land, and 
since the question was raised by this case last 
summer has assumed control of the hay also 
The judge held, however, that the company had 
a proprietary right to the land, and of course to 
the wood and hay, until the agreement with 
the government was cancelled. Speaking a 
year ago at Qu’Appelle on this very case the 
Minister of Interior said: “As soon as they get 
the patent they own the Jand, but as long as it 
is crown land I do not see that they have any 
right whatever to sell hay or fine people for 
cutting hay, or in fact do anything to exercise 
any act of proprietorship over any land that 
does not belong to them.”

Colds—Most 
Common Ailment 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 
Colds are not largely restricted to the young- 
er generation as are mumps and measles, nor 
are they limited exclusively to those of middle 


age, as are apoplexy and cancer. Everyone is 


born with the free and equal privilege of con- 
tracting colds at any age. 


z 


Every adult worker, it is 
estimated, loses several days 
from work each year because 
of colds and there is undoubt- 
edly an average of one or two 
weeks of inefficiency from 
this very plebian disease. 
Even though the worker is 
able to continue with his or- 
dinary occupation, there is a 

Dr. F. McCoy drop in the amount of work 
he is able to turn out while he is suffering from 
a cold in the head. Most people have at least 
two colds per year, while many have three or 
four, and the percentage who have only one 
cold per winter is exceedingly small. 

Although the cold is probably the most com- 
mon of all diseases, very little is known about 
it. For example, doctors have not yet been able 
to discover any definite germ which causes the 
common cold. Everyone, however, is familiar 
with the symptoms; the head is stopped up, the 
eyes throb and hurt; there is difficulty in 
breathing through the nose, and a burning sen- 
sation is felt as the nose begins to “run.” 

While colds in themselves really represent 
a beneficial process and are not dangerous if 
properly taken care of, when they are neglect- 
ed they may prove to be the fore-runners of 
such disorders as sinus trouble, ear aches, bron- 
chitis and pneumonia. 

The number of people in civilized communi- 
ties who have never had a cold, if put together 
would probably make up only a fair-sized com- 
munity. Probably at least 99 per cent. of the 
population have felt the sudden and undigni- 
fied need of a handkerchief at some time. or 
another. 

There are a number of contributing causes 
of colds, among which may be mentionad: first, 
over-eating, especially of the heavier foods 
such as starches; second, enervation and lack of 
resistence from insufficient sleep, over-excite- 
ment, worry or depression; third, constipation 
and poor skin elimination; fourth, unequalized 
circulation from lack of exercise, wearing too 
many clothes, or being exposed to wet feet, 
drafts, and sudden changes in temperature. An- 
other contributing cause of considerable impcrt- 
ance is lack of fresh air and sunshine, It is 
well-known that those who work outdoors in 
all kinds of weather have less trouble with 
catching cold than those who coddle themselves 
indoors in over-heated rooms. In fact, the cold 
is so common among those working at desks 
where they are kept warm at all times, that it 
has been called “the occupational disease of the 
office worker.” 

Colds can undoubtedly be prevented by the 
use of a well balanced diet, by plenty of exer- 
cise in the fresh air, an adequate amount of 
sleep, and occasional sun-baths or exposure to 
the artificial sunshine as created by the ultra 
violet ray lamp. 

It is entirely possible for you to build up 
your health so that you will remain absolutely 
free from colds, but as there are very few peo- 
ple who will devote the necessary time to doing 
this, I will tell you in tomorrow’s article what 
to do for colds when they do occur, My next 
article will therefore be called TREATMENT 
FOR COLDS. Watch for the article and cut it 
out and save it. Even though you may not need 
these directions at the present time, they may 
come in handy later on. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: Mrs. Harold L. writes: “Will you 
please explain what is meant by an internal 
bath.

It is that one can wash out the stomach by 
drinking large quantities of water, particularly 
when the fluid is taken when the stomach is 
empty; in a way this also is an internal bath, 
although the procedure is of course, different 
from that followed when taking enema, 
Water which is taken by mouth is mostly 
absorbed before it reaches the colon. If you havé 
no built-in shower, you will find you may ar- 
range a very satisfactory substitute by securing 
one of the shower attachments sold at a drug 
store, which may be attached to the bathtub 
faucet. You will then be able to take a shower 
while sitting or squatting in the tub, It is better 
to use cool or cold water, as continued bathing 
in very hot water tends to produce enervation, 
Take the hot tub baths only when necessary for 
cleanliness, which would be two or three times 
a week, and use the cool shower on the other 
days. If you are unaccustomed to cold showers, 
start with a shower which is barely warm, and 
then gradually make it a little colder until you 
can take the bath with water just as it runs form 
| the tap, and still obtain a good reaction from it.

Machine-gunning from the air is a favorite 
sport of the Fascist flyers. In one day, says M. 
H. Halton, they shot down over 200 men, women 
and children in Madrid, by flying low over the 
city squares and pot-shotting the people who 
want to govern themselves, before they could 
scurry under cover. 

Two British newspapermen counted 46 Ger- 
man bombing planes at Talavera, and 133 air- 
men who couldn't even speak the language of 
the country they were helping to destroy. Most 
of the tanks and the fighting planes they say 
come from Italy and most of the bombing planes 
and heavy guns from Germany. 

On the Mediterranean coast most of the sea 
assistance is given by Italian submarines and 
destroyers. 

Havas Agency furnishes particulars of the 
Spanish protest against the activities of Ital- 
ian and German warships. The protest recites 
a long list of naval aids given by Italian and 
German vessels to the insurgents, commencing 
with pre-rebellion espionage, and including 
the episode of August 4 when the German 
pocket battleship Deutschland took up station 
in the line of fire at Ceuta, to prevent a gov- 
ernment fleet from firing to stop the embarka- 
tion of Moorish soldiers. 

Other acc are that during the time 
the government fleet remained at Malaga until 
mid-September, vessels arrived 
and \wirelessed the fleet movements to the in- 
surgent vessels. Later, when the insurgent ships 
bombarded the tc a German warship re- 
mained illuminated, lighting up the town to the 
enemy and rendering futile the darkening of 
the city lights 

Night bombardments of coast towns cannot 
all have been done by the insurgent cruiser 
Las Canarias. The note points out that the in- 
surgent cruiser was far away on many occa- 
sions. The inference is that German or Italian 
war vessels have done the bombarding under 
cover of darkness, 

The recent attack on twe Republican cruis- 
ers in Cartagena harbor, when the Miguel de 
Cervantes was torpedoed below the water line, 
is said to have been done by two foreign sub- 
marines, as all the Spanish subs have remained

REDUCTION OF 
LIQUOR FINES 


IS EXPLAINED 


Mayor Replies to Query by 


Ald. Fry—Claim Action 
Justified 


Replying to a query by Ald. J. 
W. Fry as to why he sought and 
successfully obtained reduction of 
fines for four persons convicted 
of bootlegging liquor in 1935 and 
1936, Mayor Joseph A. Clarke, 
K.C,, has prepared a report for 
city council explaining that in 
each case there were extenuating 
| circumstances which justified 

partial remission of fines. He par- 
ticularly stressed the point that 
concessions in three cases had 
resulted in the accused persons 
being kept off relief. 

The mayor further reported that 
his action received the concurrence 
of the provincial attorney-general 
who recommended partial remiss- 
ion of fines to the executive coun- 
cil of the government. The council 
in each case passed an order-in- 
council authorizing reductions. 


CAB DRIVER'S CASE 

One case dealt with in this way 
was that of a taxi driver who was 
earning $8 a week driving a cab 
Had the $300 fine not been reduced 
to $50 the man 
have been sent to jail where he 
would have been a charge on the 
province. After serving his sentence 
he and his wife would have been 
forced to go on city relief, since a 
jail sentence would have meant loss
